There  is  no  doubt  that 
opening  of  the  hall  to  the  public,  the 
large  part  of  its  revenue  has  been  de- 
rived from  dancing  panics.  Now-,  one 
of  the  things  that  one  has  a  right  to 
expect,  when  he  hires  a  hall  for  a  dance 
and  pays  a  good  price  for  it,  is  a  good 
floor.  We  understand  that,  when  the 
hall  was  built,  a  large  amount  of  hard 
pine  boards  was  purchased.  Instead 
ot  selecting  from  this  stock  the  finest 
material  for  the  floor,  whenever  a 
piece  was  found  which  was  poor,  it 
was  thrown  and  reserved  as  good 
enough  for  the  floor. 

Then  again,  the  floor  should  have 
been  put  down  in  such  a  way  that  it 
would  remain  an  even  surface  ;  but  it 
been  nailed  as  an  ordi- 
nary floor.  In  consequence  we  have 
floor,  uneven  and  full  of  splinters. 
In  the  matter  of  toilet  and  retiring, 
the  hall  is  absolutely  unprovided  with 
these  indispensable  accessories.

The  hall  should  have 
been  provided  long  ago  with  mechan- 
ism sufficient  to  present  any  ordinary 
play,  A  slight  advance  on  the  price 
cliargcd  for  the  hall,  would  long  ago 
have  repaid  the  outlay.

SClTUATE_HARBOR. 

The  annual  report  upon  the  Im- 
provement of  Rivers  and  Harbors, 
from  the  office  of  the  chief  of  engin- 
eers, comprising  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Massachusetts,  reached 
only  last  week,  afler  our  paper  went 
to  press.  Some  account  of  it,  so  far 
as  this  Harbor  is  concerned,  will  be 
of  value  to  all  those  who  appreciate 
the  gTeat  objects  for  which  the  move- 
ment Was  begun  ;  namely,  to  construct 
a  port  of  refuge  for  mariners  in 
storm,  and  to  those  who  are  capable 
of  understanding  the  immense  bene- 
fit which  the  completion  of  the  work 
will  confer  upon  all  the  local  interests 
of  Scituate  itself.  Not  many  weeks 
ago  we  stated  in  the  Herald,  the  suc- 
cessive efforts  which  had  been  made 
lor  this  purpose  during  the  half 
tury  past  Complaints  of  the  want  of 
such  a  means  of  safety  have  been 
made  from  time  immemorial  and  it 
seemed  absolutely  unaccountable, 
well  as  cruel,  that  such  means  should 
not  have  been  provided,  upon  a  < 
so  confessedly  dangerous  as  that  of 
some  fifty  miles  in  extent,  between 
Boston  and  Cape  Cod. 

In  a  book  just  published,  "Orien! 
Sunbeams,"  by  S.  S.  Cox,  the  distin 
gulshed  member  of  Congress,  fiom 
New  York,  who  has  rendered  such  ef- 
ficient service  in  regard  to  Life  Saving 
Stations  and  maritime  interest 
general,  he  describes  his  voyage  along 
the  Syrian  coast  of  the  Mediterranean 
Sea.  He  quotes  the  impressive  lan- 
guage of  the  Psalmist,  in  regard  to 
those  who  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships. 
"For  He  commandeth  and  raiseth  the 
stormy  wind,  which  lifteth  up  the 
waves  thereof.  They  mount  up  to 
heaven,  'hey  go  down  again  to 
depths ;  their  soul  is  melted  because 
of  trouble.  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and 
slagger  like  a  drunken  man, 
are  at  their  wits  end.  He  maketh  the 
storm  a  calm,  so  that  the  waves  there- 
of are  still.  Then  they  are  glad  be- 
cause the}  be  quiet ;  so  He  bringelh 
them  unto  their  desired  haven." 

We  can  say  that,  within  fc  few  months 
we  have  seen  a  large  Cunard  steamer,  a 
couple  of  miles  distant  from  the  Scit- 
uate shore,  labor  and  roll  so  that  it 
seemed  as  If  the  tips  of  heryardsmust 
dip  into  the  sea.  The  steamship 
the  Samaria  and  it  precisely  answered 
the  description  of  the  Psalmist.  But 
Mr.  Cox  proceeds  to  say,  "The  road-

steada  are  generally  open,  and  where 
there  Is  a  harbor  It  is  artificial"  These 
artificial  harbors  were  made,  doubtless, 
many  years,  perhaps  ages  ago,  and 
0  shame  the  torpid  inaction  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  in  a  case  of 
uch  more  imperious  necessity. 
In  confirmation  of  these  views,  It 
only  necessary  to  quote  a  few  pas 
sages  from  the  report    That  of  Gen. 
Thorn  of  the  Board  of  Engineers, 
surveyed  the  Harbor,  says  : 
'he  coast  between  Scituale  and 
the  entrai.ee  to  the  Boston  Harbor 

densely  studded  with  dangerous 
shoals  and  sunknn  rocks,  that 

could  find  shelter  there,  at  times 
when  most  necessary,  in  fogs  and  east- 
erly storms ;  so  that,  If  a  ve«sel  pass- 
ing around  Cape  Cod,  or  coming  else 
where  from  the  eastward,  should  fail 
to  make  Boston  Harbor,  and  fall  to 
the  leeward,  It  could  now  find  no 
other  refuge  except  Plymouth  Harbor 
(about  18  miles  to  the  southward)  the 
approach  to  which  at  the  "cow  yard,r 
is  difficult  and  dangerous,  especially 
to  strangers  " 

In  his  letter  to  the  secretary  of  war 
(Mar.  an,  1881,)  Gen.  H.  G.  Wright, 
chief  of  Engineers,  remarks.  "Con- 
gress having  made  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  $  10,000,  it  may  be  con- 
sidered obligatory  upon  the  War  De- 
partment to  enter  now  upon  the  work  ; 
and  I  have,  accordingly,  recommended 
that  it  be  undertaken  In  accordance 
with  the  project  of  Col.  Thorn,  based 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Engineers." 

The  report  of  the  Board  says:  "The 
many  wrecks  upon  this  reach  of  coast 
during  the  past  years  attest  the  risk 
incurred  by  the  commerce  that  centers 
in  Boston,  and  doubtless  Is  the  cause 
that  aid  has  been  more  than  once 
sought  for  Its  further  protection.  Since 
the  establishment  of  a  first-class  light 
oft  Minot's  Ledge  '.he  danger  to  ship- 
ping entering  the  bay  has  been  some 
what  lessened  ;  but  the  light  Is  not  al- 
ways visible,  by  reason  of  the  dense 
snow  storms  of  this  latitude,  nor  can 
it  lie  of  much  help  to  vessels  more  or 
less  disabled,  nor  to  those  powerless  to 
resist  very  severe  gales.  An  obtaina- 
ble harbor  of  refuge  is  their  only 
safety." 

The  judgement  of  this  accomplished 
and  experienced  Board  of  Engineers, 
therefore,  fully  justifies  the  undertak- 
ing in  question.  The  amount  of 
money  (estimated)  required  for  com- 
pletion of  the  existing  project  is 
$162,500.00.  It  seems  really  insig- 
nificant, in  comparison  with  the  vast 
benelits  expected  to  be  derived  from 
it.  Gen.  Thorn  stated  the  "amount 
that  can  be  profitably  expended  in  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1883,  to  be 
$100,000.  Perhaps, 
expenditure  likely  to  be  required  for 
the  present  season  alone,  and  the  very 
large  sum  demanded  for  other  claims, 
the  Board  of  Engineets  recommended 
$30,000  as  a  suitable  present  appro- 
priation for  Scituate  Harbor. 

Under  the  influence  of  whatever  mo- 
tives, the  committee  on  commerce  it  is 
reported,  has  reduced  this  amount  to 
the  small  allowance  of  $10,000  ;  which 
is  strange,  considering  that  after  three 
successive  appropriations  to  a  work  al- 
ready successfully  in  progress,  future 
completion  maybe  considered  certain; 
and  ff  the  reasons  for  its  prosecution 
are  valid,  the  more  expedition  is  em- 
ployed the  better.  It  is  certain  that  no 
agent  for  this  object  has  been  in 
Washington.during  the  present  session 
of  Congress,  it  having  been  thought 
that  the  plain  merits  of  the  case  and 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Engineers  would  be  sufficient.  The 
event  would  be  unaccountable,  except 
that  a  letter  from  a  well  known  corre- 
spondent at  Washington  states,  that 
"some  person  has  created  a  prejudice 
against  the  Scituate  matter,  In  the 
minds  of  some  of  the  committee."  That 
"an  enemy  hath  done  this"  is  mani 
fest ;  though  why  any  person  what- 
ever should  have  any  motive  to  op- 
pose an  object  at  once  so  humane  and 
so  necessary,  it  seems  difficult  to  un- 
derstand. 

Still,  the  engineer  slates  that  much 
good  may  be  done  with  even  $10,000, 
the  present  season.

Egypt's  Virtuous  Khedive. 

The  khedive  of  Kgypt  has  restored  to 
s  state  the  lands  aod  palaces  on  which 
his  fntber  squoodcrcd  many  million*  of 
tho  public  moosy.  In  private  noil  in 
puhlic  he  is  simple  nod  ecouoniidil. 
Married  to  a  sioglo  wife,  he  seta  uo 
oxjimplc  of  home  lilc  much  needed 
among  Mohomoicdaos,  ood  his  short 
reign  has  bcoo  marked  by  grcnt  re- 
forms, both  political  aud  religion*. 
The  (axes  are  now  reduced  to  a  reasoo- 
oblo  atnouut  aod  collected  at  fixed  sea- 
sons, oAcr  service  of  due  ootice  oo 
printed  form*.

And  yei  It  cannot  be  said  that  they  do 
tot  work  on  the  roads  which,  Heaven 
forbid,     tl.ey   do  I   but    how  ?  ■  An 
Instance  of  it   may  be  seen  on  one 
inclpal  street  leading  from  tbe  ril- 
;e,  where  a  few  weeks  since  a  suney 
of  highways  appeared  with  half  a 
dozen  workmen  with  plows  an  J  carts, 
and  began  operations  in  spots. 

Witness  the  spots  that  they  ha'  e 
worked  upon,  and  see  which  is  the 
best  road-maker,  these  or  Nature.  The 
parts  of  the  street  which  have  not  been 
touched  are  firm,  smooth,  level  com- 
parilively,  but  what  can  be  said  of  the 
rest.  A  disgraceful ;  ay,  more,  a 
dangerous  mud  heap,  full  of  ugly 
uid  unlet  el,  almost  impassable 
One  is  reminded  of  the  old 
g,  'These  roads  are  not  pass- 
able, not  even  jackassaWe."  Indeed, 
these  patient  animtls  might  lose  their 
temper  In  such  a  muddle  and  a  pud- 
dle. This  principal  street  leadii  g 
of  the  village  was  a  natural  country 
road  with  turfy  sideways,  broad,  pleas 
t.  grass  grown,  but  smooth,  so  the 
rriagei  might  easily  turn  out 
upon  trie  turfy  part ;  and  what  does 
the  gang  of  men  do  ?  Plough  up  the 
in  ce  tnin  bread  pans,  make  a 
great  leap  of  mud  and  leave  it  in 
this  barbarous  condition.  Having 
had  occasion  to  ride  daily  over  tbis 
mended  road,  t  have  bad  feveral 
screws  wrenche J  from  my  carriage. 
I  have  been  jounced,  bespattered, 
and  disturbed  beyond  further  control, 
until  I  almost  wish  I  might  brirg  an 
action  for  damages  against  tbe  body 
of  men  who  took  such  liberties  wiih 
pieces  of  this  road,  and  left  It  in  such 
conditions.  They  can  easily  see  in 
various  parts  of  the  Harbor  where 
the  men  have  worked  and  where 
lhey  have  nol.  I  think  110  one  can 
deny  thai  he  would  prefer  10  driv  e  over 
that  pan  which  they  bave  nol  handled. 

Eilher  let  us  have  some  systemat- 
ic mending  of  highways,  or  let  us 
leave  ihem  to  the  genial  influences 
of  the  sun  and  wind  for  improve- 
ment. Men  that  have  no  special  skill 
in  a  business  should  not  b»  pcrniiued 
to  lav  hold  of  it.  Let  Nature  have 
its  way  with  roads  as  we  wish  she 
might  be  suffered  to  do  witb  more 
things  in  the  place. 

There  are  certain  pleasant  rural 
drives  in  this  town,  where  the  lhick 
blooming  shrubbery  by  the  side  of  the 
walls  and  lences  have  proved  a  great 
attraction,  but  I  see  tlia:  merciless
